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Petition reaches 
1500 signatures

The Taxpayers Associa¬ 
tion from Mountain View 
County (MVTA) in Didsbury 
are closer to reaching their 
goal of a cheaper County 
Administrative building . 
With over 1500 signatures 
on their petition, they now 
have enough signatures to 
make the petition legal. 

“We have passed the legal 
limit, and we are still going 
strong,” said Henry 
Kuelker, spokesperson for 
the Taxpayers Association. 

The petition has been cir¬ 
culating the County since 
November 12, and the MVTA 
have 60 days in total to com¬ 
plete it. 

“The population is very 
angry about this new county 
building,” said Kuelker. 
“They tell me everyday 
when I am out.” 

Approximately 40 people 
are out in the evenings, go¬ 
ing door to door, collecting 
signatures for the petition. 

“Less then 10 of the 
people will not sign,” said 
Kuelker. “It just goes to 
show people are not in touch 
with the feelings of the tax 
payers, there are few people 
who want this new build¬ 
ing.” 

Those people out collect¬ 
ing petitions door to door are 
even out farm to farm in the 
rural areas. 

“These people are out us¬ 
ing their own time and gas,” 
said Kuelker. “We are much 
more than a small interest 


group, we have a very large 
following.” 

If the petition is seen as 
legal, the MVTA, will get a 
plebiscite, and this plebi¬ 
scite could hold off building 
until the next election. 

“We are not trying to stop 
the building from being 
built,” said Kuelker. “It is 
too late for that. We just 
want it built for under $1.5 
million.” 

The present estimated 
cost for the new building is 
between $4.4 and $4.8 mil¬ 
lion, and renovations to the 
old building were estimated 
to be between $3.5 and $3.9 
million. 

Arnie Shea, of the MVTA, 
recently attended the open¬ 
ing of the Clearwater 
County Office renovation 
and addition. According to 
Shea, the cost of the reno¬ 
vations and additions were 
$570,000. 

“They added approxi¬ 
mately 1500 square feet for 
a new chamber and gallery,” 
said Shea. “There is a peo¬ 
ple elevator that cost 
$200,000 and is included in 
the total cost of the 
project.” 

Shea agrees with a com¬ 
ment Kuelker made, that 
something went terribly 
wrong when the renovation 
estimates for our County 
building were presented to 
the taxpayers of the County. 

“Kuelker may be right,” 
said Shea. “$1.5 million may 
be too much for renovations 
to the old building.”

MLA Marz happy 
with Didsbury 
hospital move

Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz 
says he’s pleased with the 
Dec. 1 transfer of the 
Didsbury Hospital and area 
from the David Thompson 
Health Region to the 
Calgary Health Region. 

“I hope everything works 
out well in the future,” said 
Marz. “The best way for that 
to happen is to let the 
Calgary health authority 
board do their job, and to 
allow the nurses and the 
staff at the hospital to do 
theirs, because that’s all 
they want to do is to have a 
harmonious environment in 
which to work.” 

“My wish for the new year 
for the Didsbury hospital is 
one of success in delivering 
quality health care services 
in the area,” he added. 

The transfer, which oc¬ 
curred without incident on 
December 1st, was prompted 
by public petitions circu¬ 
lated in the Didsbury area 
starting last spring. 

The petitions, in turn, 
prompted municipal councils 
in Didsbury, Carstairs, 
Cremona and Mountain 
View County to call for the 
transfer. 

Marz passed the munici¬ 
pal council requests to 
Health Minister Gary Mar, 
who announced the transfer 
in October. 

“After approximately six 
months of meeting with the 
Minister of Health on a 
weekly basis, he agreed to 
make the move,” said Marz. 

Marz says he has been in 
contact with doctors, 
nurses and other 
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stakeholders regarding the 
Didsbury hospital since be¬ 
ing elected to the riding in 
March 1997. He says those 
consultations will continue. 

“I will consult with the 
elected councils of the area 
on a periodic basis to dis¬ 
cuss any issues that may 
arise. If anyone has con¬ 
cerns I would invite them to 
call me directly,” he said. 

The Didsbury transfer 
will not unduly affect staff¬ 
ing levels at the 15 acute 
care bed Didsbury Health 
Centre, say CHR officials. 

The cost of the transfer 
and the possible impact on 
the DTHR finances will be 
announced later, say offi¬ 
cials. 


“Everyone must be more vigi¬ 
lant and aware,” said Serg. 
Tonn. “Call the police when 
things happen, not two days 
later.”

Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision’s (CESD) financial 
statements show an overall de¬ 
cline in reserves in 2003 com¬ 
pared to 2002. 

The audited financial state¬ 
ments were presented to the 
CESD Board of Trustees on 
Nov. 26. 2003. Presented on 
them was the fact that on Aug. 
31. 2002, operating and capital 
reserves totalled $6.97 million, 
while on Aug. 31. 2003 they to¬ 
talled $4.8 million, decreasing 
$2.1 million. 

"One of the largest declines 
was in the instruction part of 
our budget. Nearly $1.4 million 
in reserves was spent in the 
area of instruction,” said Jim 
Gibbons, Superintendent, 
CESD. “What that means for 
our students is that classroom 
conditions are being ad¬ 
dressed.” 

A budget in the Spring 
months is included in the an¬ 
nual financial cycle for Alberta 
school divisions. Tht* budget is 
an estimate of what revenues 
will flow into the division for 
the coming year, as well as how 
the school division will spend 
its revenue and reserves. Aug. 
31 is the annual financial year 
end. 

The past school year, CESD's 
operating budget totalled ap¬ 
proximately $81 million. Rev¬ 
enue did not match up what 
was spent, so CESD tapped into 
its reserves in order to balance 
its budget. Some of the reserves 
are held centrally, and some in 
schools. Out of the $2.5 million 
left in instruction reserves, 
$273,643 is held centrally, and 
$2,217,074 is held in school ac¬ 
counts. 

“We are pleased to see how 
our financial statements were 
to what we had budgeted,” said 
Susan Roy, CESD Treasurer, 
“This was a tight year for 
many schools, and we kept a 
very watchful eye on what was 
happening.” 

According to Roy, the divi¬ 
sion remains concerned about 
the specific areas of funding, 
specifically for plant operations 
and maintenance. 

“Energy costs rose by 2571 
over the previous year and 97 c /t 
over the past five years,” said 
Roy. One time energy funding 
from Alberta Infrastructure 
helped to address some of those 
costs.” 

Gibbons believes it is fortu¬ 
nate the Alberta Commission 
on Learning listened to their 
concerns about funding. 

“It appears the provincial 
government is taking steps for¬ 
ward to address the commis¬ 
sion’s recommendations,” said 
Gibbons. “We are anxious to 
learn how funding announce¬ 
ments will impact us in 
Chinook’s Edge.” 


Justice

More than a dozen towns, 
including Sundre, Didsbury 
and Olds, are calling for the 
appointment of a sitting Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace to central 
Alberta. 

Sitting Justices of the 
Peace, funded by Alberta 
Justice and all members of 
the Alberta Bar Association, 
issue interim judicial re¬ 
leases, emergency protec¬ 
tion orders, search war¬ 
rants, and wire taps at the 
request of police. 

While there used to be sit¬ 
ting Justices of the Peace in 
many rural communities, in¬ 
cluding in central Alberta, 
since Feb. 1999 they have all 
been based in Edmonton and 
Calgary. 

Police outside Calgary 
and Edmonton must contact 
justices by phone to request 
process. 

Bringing a sitting Justice 
of the Peace to central Al¬ 
berta would benefit RCMP 
detachments across the re¬ 
gion, said Sundre RCMP 
Sgt. Jay Arsenault. 

“To have a local Justice 
of the Peace, a personal con¬ 
tact rather than a phone 
contact, would be quicker 
and more convenient. No 
doubt having one-on-one 
personal contact would 
greatly benefit us,” said 
Arsenault. 


Sylvan Lake lawyer 
Sharon Crooks, on the ex¬ 
ecutive of Central Alberta 
Bar Association and a mem¬ 
ber of the region’s domestic 
violence steering committee, 
said, “Do we have equal ac¬ 
cess to justice in central Al¬ 
berta? I think not. Our con¬ 
cern is that the citizens of 
central Alberta don't have 
the same access to justice 
that the citizens in Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary do. At this 
point we are less than happy 
with the current situation. 
We don’t think it works.” 

Following an October 
presentation by the Central 
Alberta Bar Association in 
which councillors heard do¬ 
mestic violence is on the rise 
throughout the region, Red 
Deer County council passed 
a resolution calling on the 
provincial Minister of Jus¬ 
tice to appoint a central Al¬ 
berta sitting Justice of the 
Peace. 

Since then other munici¬ 
palities such as Olds, 
Sundre, Didsbury and 
Mountain View County have 
passed resolutions support¬ 
ing the Red Deer County 
resolution. The City of Red 
Deer passed its own resolu¬ 
tion calling for the appoint¬ 
ment. 

As well, area RCMP de¬ 
tachments and the Crown 
prosecutors have also sent 
letters of support. 


Red Deer County Reeve 
Earl Kinsella said: “It’s an 
equality and a safety issue. 
We want to see it especially 
because if there is a domes¬ 
tic dispute with violence in¬ 
volved you have to go 
through Calgary or Edmon¬ 
ton to get a restraining or¬ 
der. The time that it takes 
is too long. In those emer¬ 
gency situations you need to 
be able to get a hold of 
someone within an hour.” 

Sharon Crooks said she is 
particularly concerned that 
emergency protection orders 

- often sought by women in 
domestic violence situations 

- are too difficult to obtain 
when a sitting Justice of the 
Peace is not readily avail¬ 
able. 

“Right now if you can’t 
get the police to do it for 
whatever reason, a woman 
would have to drive to Ed¬ 
monton or Calgary and 
most of them are unwilling 
or unable to do that for 
many reasons. Our re¬ 
sources are very slim here. 
It’s not an easy thing when 
someone’s in crisis,” said 
Crooks. 

The area’s RCMP detach¬ 
ments are also being unduly 
burdened because of the lack 
of a sitting Justice of the 
Peace, she said. 

“Our police forces are 
pretty stretched. When you 
are talking about sitting 


and having to do these ap¬ 
plications all of those things 
take time. It can take a 
number of hours out of an 
officer’s day and we’re talk¬ 
ing, I think, probably hun¬ 
dreds of hours lost in a year 
in terms of our police forces. 

“If we could have a sit¬ 
ting Justice of the Peace 
then police officers could 
perhaps combine their appli¬ 
cations and make appoint¬ 
ments to attend in person at 
the JP office, thus saving 
them significant time.” 

Copies of the municipality 
resolutions and letters of 
support from other 
stakeholders have been for¬ 
warded to Minister of Jus¬ 
tice Dave Hancock. 

Alberta Justice spokesper¬ 
son Michael Shields said the 
department is reviewing the 
matter. 

“The minister has made a 
commitment to look into the 
situation in central Alberta,” 
Shields said. 

At present, the department 
believes the service in central 
Alberta is adequate, he noted. 

“I think it’s fair to say 
that response times on emer¬ 
gency protection orders ini¬ 
tiated from central Alberta 
are comparable to all other 
regions of the province,” he 
said. 

Sheilds could not say 
when Alberta Justice may 
reply to the issue.

The petition has an overwhelming 
number of signatures, and from what 
I hear that number is increasing daily. Are the people signing it 
actually informed, I don’t know. 

What I do know is that there has to be a medium. The people 
signing this petition should have a say. The County is there to make 
the best decisions for the rest of us.

they cull the mature animals 
from their beef, daily, bison, 
sheep, goat, elk. deer, llama 
and alpaca herds, while the 
marketplace adjusts to new 
realities. 

While a national mature 
animal program would have 
been preferred, our industry 
has said that the federal pro¬ 
gram does not reflect choice 
in the market. They need a 
program that does not 
interfere with the market¬ 
place by forcing producers to 
slaughter their animals for 
payment; especially when 
there is a somewhat limited 
slaughter capacity for older 
animals, and a dramatically 
reduced market for the prod¬ 
uct. Forced sales result in 
rock bottom prices for pro¬ 
ducers. 

Our program allows pro¬ 
ducers the option to choose 
how they deal with their 
animals, rather than forcing 
them to slaughter them for 
payment. It also recognizes 
that different animals are 
worth different amounts. 
Producers can choose the 
option of a per-head pay¬ 
ment or a deficiency pay¬ 
ment if they market their 
animals through a competi¬ 
tive bid process. 

In addition to helping our 


industry with their mature 
animals, we are also work¬ 
ing very closely with them 
to develop new markets 
and new opportunities for 
their mature animals. 

If they choose to slaugh¬ 
ter their animal, Alberta pro¬ 
ducers can also apply for the 
federal program. However, 
they will only receive the fed¬ 
eral portion of national ma¬ 
ture animal program. 

For example, if a producer 
takes the immediate pay¬ 
ment on a 1,400 lb beef cow, 
they will receive a payment 
of $180. However, if they 
choose to take the differen¬ 
tial payment and sell their 
animal to a speculator for 
$0.10 per pound, they will 
receive a payment of $252 
plus their market return of 
$140. 

Funding for the mature 
animal program is part of 
the previously announced 
$100 million, which was ear¬ 
marked for both a mature 
animal program and a final 
steer and heifer program. 

Alberta has committed 
more than $400 million to 
BSE compensation-more 
than any other province in 
Canada, and more than the 
federal government has com¬ 
mitted nationally.

Alberta's cow-calf and 
dairy producers currently 
face the challenge of dealing 
with their mature animals. 
Under normal conditions, 
more than half of these ani¬ 
mals were sent to the U.S. 
for slaughter; however, since 
the border closure due to a 
single case of Bovine 
Spongiform Encephalopathy, 
producers have been unable 
to send their animals to the 
U.S. 

To help producers, Al¬ 
berta announced the Ma¬ 
ture Market Animal Tran¬ 
sition Program. This pro- 
gram-designed in consul¬ 
tation with industry-will 
help Alberta producers as

Where was this man when 
the promised 2500-head feedlot 
mushroomed into a much 
larger business that flourished 
for several years without a per¬ 
mit being required by the 
County, which at that time was 
responsible for such things. 

The last we heard the NRCB, 
which now controls ILOs, had 
issued a permit for 18,200 head. 
This leaves neighbors with in¬ 
evitable stench and flies and the 


possibility of water trouble, 
that degrades their lives and 
devalues their property, making 
it financially impossible to re¬ 
place it with unpolluted prop¬ 
erty elsewhere. 

These large feedlots are re¬ 
ally not good for man or beast 
but if they must be allowed to 
exist, they should be located in 
a remote area far from any resi¬ 
dence. 

Another puzzling comment 
comes at the last from the third 
councillor. 

"People in the County need 
to value the system we have, 
not set out to destroy it. 

I am very concerned a good 
thing is being turned into a bad 
thing."' 

This leaves taxpayers with 
some more questions; Who Is 
setting out to destroy the sys¬ 
tem? Who is turning a good 
thing into a bad thing? 

The main function of good 
government should not be to 
hurt people but to keep people 
from hurting each other. Are 
we seeing that in this County? 

These are serious times and 
serious issues. It should be pos¬ 
sible for reasonable adults to 
discuss them and come to a 
peaceable agreement. 

We should remember that a 
better day is coming. When our 
Lord restores this sin-cursed 
planet to its original paradise 
condition, "The meek shall in¬ 
herit the earth and delight 
themselves in the abundance of 
peace." (Rev.21:5 and Psalm 
37:11)

In a recent newspaper 
story it was quoted that 
Reeve, Mr. Harvie, said 
the Mountain View Tax¬ 
payers Group was a spe¬ 
cial interest group that 
did not do their home¬ 
work. 

We did our homework, 
and found that the 1999 
estimates for upgrading 
and renovating the 
County Administration 
Building by architects 
and engineers was 
$796,700.00 In a County

Because of BSE Canadian farmers were unable to ship 
their cull cows this summer and old, barren or sore footed 
cows were given a reprieve. 

Instead of becoming Quarter Pounders at McDonald’s 
our old cows basked in the sunshine, ate their share of 
the green grass and grew fat and happy. Two weeks ago 
one of our old ladies produced an unexpected and not 
altogether welcome child. It’s a lovely baby, a red heifer, 
healthy and full of energy but winter is not a great time 
for a baby to live outside. By June, when we put the 
bulls out she will be at that awkward age when she is 
old enough to get in calf but should not, so she and her 
mother will have to be kept separate at a time when all 
the cattle should be on grass and Ralph is free of daily 
feeding. I have been promised a trip to Boston this June 
and we are not staying home for one unnecessary calf. 
There may be veal in the freezer. 

The calf may be the only representative of new life at 
this cold and frozen season, but American cousins who 
think of us as igloo dwellers and people of the perma¬ 
frost would be surprised at how much activity there is 
on the farm in winter. Five to seven deer are here every 
day. 

The centres of several big round bales have been eaten 
out to expose nice green hay, they drink daintily from 
the spring, bed down in the pasture near the lane and 
eat fallen crabapples for desert. All fall there have been 
at least two, and often three moose, munching at the 
hay bales, and nipping the tender ends from the orna¬ 
mental trees and shrubs. The dog tries to chase them 
away but they have absolutely no fear of dogs and not 
much fear of people. We have found piles of moose poop 
twenty feet from the house. I will never again be tempted 
by the sight of a chocolate covered almond. 

Fresh badger holes appear in the pastures almost daily, 
so we have two or three resident badgers and a whole 
bunch of sleeping gophers. I hope they sleep straight 
through and don’t wake up just as the badger breaks 
through the bedroom ceiling. We hear and see coyotes 
every day so there must be a good supply of mice. Once 
in a while we are lucky enough to see a weasel and there 
is always a porcupine lurking out there somewhere. So 
far, elk or cougar appear only intermittently but certainly 
more often than they did twenty years ago. Recently a 
neighbor trapped a raccoon so I suppose it’s only a mat¬ 
ter of time until those nasty little pests are among us. 

This year we had a good hatch of gray partridge (for¬ 
merly Hungarian Partridge I and a lovely big flock visits 
the corrals and feed yards. 

Last night a fierce Chinook wind blew cones and seeds 
from the old spruce trees and this morning the lawn was 
alive with red polls eating the fallen seeds. Chickadees, 
bless them, are really abundant this year and we are de¬ 
lighted to feed them seeds and suet in return for the life 
and energy that they bring to a winter day. 

We have several white breasted nuthatch and when 
they come in to the feeder the chickadees back off and 
wait until they leave. Downy woodpeckers seem to take 
precedence over nuthatch, hairy woodpeckers take prec¬ 
edence over everybody. Often one or two chickadees will 
wait in line for a third to finish so there must be an 
established pecking order in chickadee society. As they 
look pretty much alike it’s unlikely that we will ever 
know what it is based upon. 

In the short cold days of December it would be easy to 
think of the country as locked in frozen sleep and wait¬ 
ing for spring to return life to the land. Not so. Some 
days it’s down right crowded around here.

Calgary Health Region 
welcomes Didsbury area

Calgary Health Region 

The Calgary Health Region 
welcomed approximately 12,000 
rural residents to the region in 
December as its borders grew 
to include Didsbury, Carstairs, 
Cremona and the surrounding 
area. In October, Alberta Health 
and Wellness announced that 
the health services offered in the 
Didsbury area would transfer 
from the David Thompson 
Health Region to the Calgary 
Health Region on Dec. 1. Plan¬ 
ning teams have been working 
closely to ensure a smooth tran¬ 
sition. Our goal through the 
transition period has been to 
maintain smooth operation of 
the programs and services pro¬ 
vided from the Didsbury Health 
Centre in order to minimize dis¬ 
ruption and maintain open com¬ 
munication with the commu¬ 
nity. The Didsbury Health Cen¬ 
tre includes 290 employees, 15 
acute beds and 80 continuing 
care beds. The expanded health 
region has more than 20,000 
employees, 2,000 physicians 
and one million residents. 

The health system continues 
to struggle with capacity and 
access issues. With the growth 
in population over the past five 
years, the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion’s frontline staff has been 
hard pressed to keep up with the 
rising demand for health serv¬ 
ices. Recently, the Region added 
20 medical and pediatric hospi¬ 
tal beds in rural and urban ar¬ 
eas at a cost of $500,000. The 
beds will serve as a contingency 
plan for coping with influenza 
season, which runs through 
April. Over and above flu sea¬ 
son, the Region has been deal¬ 
ing with higher patient volumes. 
Between April 1 and Nov. 16, 
2003, visits to the emergency 
departments in Calgary were up 


more than 10 per cent compared 
with the same period the previ¬ 
ous year. In addition, the 
number of MRI scans being per¬ 
formed by the Region has in¬ 
creased 60 per cent in the past 
two years. But wait times for 
elective MRI scans have in¬ 
creased to nearly 200 days de¬ 
spite efforts by the Region to add 
new MRI machines. The Region 
will continue to take steps to 
decrease wait times for elective 
MRI scans. MRIs have become 
a valuable tool for physicians, 
who are now using the technol¬ 
ogy to help diagnose heart dis¬ 
ease and bone and joint prob¬ 
lems. 

As a result of increased pa¬ 
tient demand and lower than 
forecasted revenues, the Region 
has updated its anticipated op¬ 
erational budget deficit for the 
2003/04 financial year to $58 
million. The Region previously 
projected that its deficit for the 
financial year ending March 31, 
2004 would be $25 million after 
expenses of $1.8 billion. The 
Region's expenditures are on 
target, but additional revenues 
expected from a new wave of 
initiatives discussed as part of 
the Mazankowski reforms will 
not be realized. We have been 
working closely with our pro¬ 
vincial government partners, 
and will continue to do so, as 
we address increased service 
pressures and our expected 
funding shortfall. We are doing 
everything we can to control 
costs in areas that do not affect 
patient care. The Region’s 
board is committed to good fi¬ 
nancial stewardship while rec¬ 
ognizing the need to provide the 
public with first-rate health 
services. 

Weather, debt and BSE are 
just three of the factors that add 
stress to those in rural areas 
who depend on agriculture to 
make a living. The discovery in 


Alberta in May 2003 of a single 
case of BSE — Bovine 
Spongiform Encephalopathy or 
Mad Cow Disease — has con¬ 
tributed to stress in rural com¬ 
munities this year. The Calgary 
Health Region recently devel¬ 
oped a public awareness cam¬ 
paign to address the needs of 
rural communities under stress. 
Although stress is a part of life, 
at times it can be overwhelm¬ 
ing. In late October, when 
ranchers start to sell their 
calves, the Region began circu¬ 
lating brochures and posters in 
rural communities to help indi¬ 
viduals identify stress and how 
to help deal with it. Help is also 
available at local mental health 
clinics and through Health 
Link in Calgary at 943-LINK 
(5465) or long distance at 1-866- 
408-LINK (5465). 

The Calgary Health Region 
appreciates the efforts of Coun¬ 
try 105 FM and its listeners to 
support the Alberta Children’s 
Hospital. The Country 105 
Cares for Kids Radiothon in 
November raised $605,000 for 
the Alberta Children’s Hospital 
Foundation. The foundation 
provides funding for innovative 
family centred programs, state 
of the art equipment, advanced 
medical training and interna¬ 
tionally recognized pediatric 
research. During the 
Radiothon, dozens of children, 
families and caregivers capti¬ 
vated listeners with stories of 
hope, help and healing at the 
hospital. On Nov. 7, country 
music star Paul Brandt debuted 
his song Hope, which he dedi¬ 
cated to the hospital. Those 
wishing to support the hospital 
may purchase the song online 
from www.paulbrandt.com.

The final one is “Employees at 
risk of violent attack because they 
are isolated”, and includes custo¬ 
dians, security guards, ;ind factory 
workers. 

Each category lists examples, 
but under each of them there are 
others that could also apply. 

“I remember one night I de¬ 
cided I was going to write up my 
working alone hazard assess¬ 
ment,” said Ellergodt. “Well four 
months later 1 was still working 
on it. It is a long process.” 

Allison Associated offers assist¬ 
ance with the developing of a pro¬ 
gram. Both men have over 20 
years experience in the RCMP and 
also experience in lost prevention. 

“Small businesses just don’t 
have the time to put such a pro¬ 
gram in place,” said Ellergodt. 
“That is where we come in, we 


take that off your hands.” 

12 people attended the meet¬ 
ing, and Ellergodt’s words gave 
everyone something to think 
about. 

“Every community has a 
story about someone being at¬ 
tacked, that is why we have this 
legislation,” said Ellergodt. 
“Every business has at some 
point someone left alone. Lets 
work together to make sure 
these employees are safe.” 

Allison Associated has the 
materials to assist you, and they 
offer a 3 hour training session 
to help get your plan together. 

Alberta will soon be except¬ 
ing a new legislation involving 
the work place. “Violence and 
harassment in the work place” 
Legislation will be passed in 
April 2004. 


In November, the Chamber of 
Commerce held a special lunch 
time meeting to discuss the Work¬ 
ing Alone Legislation, under the 
Occupational Health and Safety 
Act Regulations. Bob Ellegodt and 
Mel Foster, both of Allison Asso¬ 
ciated, attended the meeting to 
speak about the Legislation and 
its terms. 

This Legislation was passed in 
Sepf. 2000, and it states that the 
law now requires all businesses 
and organizations having employ¬ 
ees who work alone, to complete 
written hazard assessments and 
to train their employees to work 
safely. 

“There are so many Albertans 
who are unaware this Legislation 
even exists,” said Ellergodt. “And 
if they do not take the appropri¬ 
ate actions they will end up pay¬ 
ing the penalties.” 

Maximum penalties for non- 
compliance currently ranges from 
$150,000 to $300,000, and pres¬ 
ently steps are being taken to raise 
that amount to $500,000. 

There are five categories peo¬ 
ple who work alone are grouped 
into, the first one is “Employees 
that handle cash”. This includes 
retail businesses, and businesses 
having their employees conduct 
banking activities. 

The second category is “Em¬ 
ployees who meet clients away 
from their base office”, such as 
sales, nurses, home care workers, 
maintenance and labourers. 

“Employees who perform haz¬ 
ardous work” is the third cat¬ 
egory, ranging from oil industry 
workers, forestry workers, toxic 
chemical workers, and drivers. 

Category number four, “Em¬ 
ployees who travel alone”, identi¬ 
fies truck drivers, field workers, 
and business people in transit.

Dear Family and 
Friends, 

There are days when eve¬ 
rything is fine, and then 
there are other days! I know 
that these ‘other days' hap¬ 
pen regardless of where one 
lives. Tuesday was an ‘other 
day’ for me. I’ve been after 
the phone people to fix our 
phone for several weeks. 
Last week I was at the 
NITEL office four mornings 
of the week and carried their 
repair people around a cou¬ 
ple of times. This week on 
Tuesday I was after them 
again. I went to the office 
about 8 a.m. and then 
waited for them at the ‘cabi¬ 
net’ where the main lines 
come in. 

They came about 9 and 
‘investigated’ things at the 
cabinet until about 10:30. 
Then I took them and their 
ladder in a borrowed pickup 
to the junction box. They 
climbed the pole and tried a 
couple of things. The guy 
came down and said that the 
line ‘didn’t reach’, which 
meant that what he’d tried 
to do at the ‘cabinet’ didn’t 
work. So I took him back to 
the ‘cabinet’ where he made 
another adjustment. 

Then one of the many oth¬ 
ers who were waiting to get 
their phones fixed took him 
back to the junction box 
while I went home to wait 
for his call. The call never 
came but I caught them as 
they were leaving. The main 
man said that they couldn’t 
do anything; they would 
have to get the ‘cable men’ 
to fix the problem. 

Basically that means that 
nothing will happen during 
my lifetime. Our phone, 
which was noisy and crossed 
with another line, is now 
completely dead. By the time 
we finished the morning I 
was more than a little dis¬ 
couraged. 

I know that things are 
less than ideal in Canada 
(and the U.S.) but I have 
this picture in my mind of 


how wonderful things are 
there—how everything 
works. I would gladly have 
gone home on Tuesday, but 
I know that this is where 
God wants us for just now. 
I’ve also discovered, when 
I’m in Canada, that things 
are not quite as rosy as I 
picture in my mind. When 
we were driving on the 401 
in Ontario I was sure that 
some of the Canadian driv¬ 
ers had taken driving les¬ 
sons from some of our driv¬ 
ers here in Nigeria—they did 
some similar things!! Janet 
assures me that drivers the 
world over are just selfish. 
You know, I think she’s 
right. 

This past week the Gen¬ 
eral Secretary of our local 
denomination was involved 
in a car accident. He was 
hurt (not life-threatening) 
and may actually be charged 
for injuries/death to another 
person. I don’t know all of 
the circumstances but I 
know that he would appre¬ 
ciate our prayers. His name 
is John Saba. 

This coming week there 
was to be a General Board 
meeting, but the General 
Secretary is the one who 
does most of the work in 
preparing for it, so maybe it 


will be postponed. 

The Commonwealth heads 
of state are meeting in 
Abuja, Nigeria’s capital, 
just now. Even the Queen is 
there and the Canadian 
Prime Minister also. This is 
good for Nigeria. Many peo¬ 
ple around the world still 
think that Lagos is the capi¬ 
tal city. Also, many airlines 
(even ones that fly into 
Abuja!!) don’t recognize 
Abuja as a destination on 
their websites. Maybe this 
will help to put Abuja ‘on 
the map’. This should pro¬ 
vide much more positive in¬ 
ternational press recogni¬ 
tion than the Miss World 
debacle last year. 

Please continue to pray 
for Nigeria and its people. 
Many live in abject poverty, 
but few give up hope. The 
saying: 

“Hope springs eternal in 
the human breast” is given 
new meaning when one sees 
how some of the people here 
suffer but still hope for bet¬ 
ter things in the future. It 
should inspire all of us to be 
very grateful for the many 
blessings that God has given 
us. Let’s count our bless¬ 
ings.

Saving water through smarter 
drilling technologies 

Water is essential for drilling oil and gas wells. Most of the required water 
enhances oil recovery from aging reservoirs or assists with the difficult extrac¬ 
tion of bitumen from the oil sands. Over the years, industry has changed its 
processes so that less drinkable or fresh water is needed. Now, fresh water use 
is minimized as saline water is used when possible. And with each passing year, 
the volume of water of any kind needed to produce a barrel of oil continues 
to decline. 

Part of the reason for this success is that many companies now integrate 
responsible water use into all their planning and operations. Through the use 
of innovative technologies, companies are finding better ways to preserve 
our natural resource. 

For example, near Sylvan Lake, Petro-Canada has worked closely with Komex 
International, a Calgary-based environmental management firm, to develop 
an effective new way of conserving water while protecting the environment. 
Together, they built a compact unit that evaporates salt-laden produced water 
so it re enters the water cycle while leaving behind its toxic salts. This innovative 
unit is even solar powered, which means that no natural gas has to be burned 
to operate it. 

Dave Taylor, Petro-Canada's Manager of Environment Health & Safety and 
Stakeholder Relations for Western Canada, says "When it comes to water, 
we always aim for conservation, protection and recycling. That's where the 
approach we select to development can make a real difference to Albertans." 

At the Cold Lake operation of Imperial Oil Resources, the company uses cyclic 
steam stimulation (CSS) to recover bitumen located half a kilometre below 
the surface. As the technology requires large volumes of steam, Imperial 
developed techniques that recycle an average of 95 per cent of the 
water produced with the bitumen.

More jobs, better training 
for Alberta youth 


The right training for real jobs: that's the upshot of an important new study 
from the Petroleum Human Resources Council of Canada. 

The oil and natural gas industry in Alberta has grown so fast in recent years, 
and adopted so many of new practices and technologies, that many young 
people aren't sure what kind of education and training to seek. They're not 
alone Educational centres across the country have been hard-pressed to keep 
up as well Industry has been unable to find the skilled workers it needs, 
when it needs them. Things could work better. 

That’s why industry joined with Human Resources Development Canada to 
form the Council in 2001. This project, funded by the Government of Canada's 
Sectoral Partnerships Initiative, is a detailed study on working in the upstream 
oil and gas sector, its challenges, and its opportunities. Everything has been 
examined, from the likely location of jobs, to the skills that will be needed 
during the next decade, to the impact of technology. 

Marylea Jarvis, Acting Vice President of Instruction at Fort McMurray's Keyano 
College, was one of three education representatives on the broadly-based 
steering committee that guided the Council's work. 

"We train a lot of people to work in the oil sands sector, so we have a vital 
interest in the human resource needs of the industry. The steering committee 
on which I sat made sure the study addressed real needs, and clearly identified 
the skills needed by industry in the future. Being a part of the study from the 
very beginning means Keyano and other post-secondary institutions across the 
.... country can plan better programs and offer 
students the training they'll need for the 
jobs that are coming. This is the kind of 
thinking and collaboration that 
E. benefits everyone "

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QUESTION: I like your idea of balancing love with 
discipline, but I’m not sure I can do it. My parents were 
extremely rigid with us, and I’m determined not to make 
that mistake with my kids. But I don’t want to be a pusho¬ 
ver, either. Can you give me some help in finding the mid¬ 
dle ground between extremes? DR. 

DOBSON: Maybe it would clarify your overall disci¬ 
plining goal to state it in the negative. It is not to produce 
perfect kids. Even if you implement a flawless system of 
discipline at home, which no one in history has done, your 
children will still be children. 

At times they will be silly, lazy, selfish, and yes, disre¬ 
spectful. Such is the nature of t he human species. We as 
adults have the same weaknesses. Furthermore, when it 
comes to kids, that’s how it should be. Boys and girls are 
like clocks; you have to let them run. 

My point is that the purpose of parental discipline is 
not to produce obedient little robots who can sit with their 
hands folded in the parlor thinking patriotic and noble 
thoughts! Even if we could pull that off, it wouldn’t be 
wise to try. The objective, as I see it, is to take the raw 
material with which our babies arrive on this Earth, and 
then gradually mold them into mature, responsible and 
God-fearing adults. 

It is a 20-year process that will bring progress, setbacks, 
successes and failures. When the child turns 13, you’ll swear 
that he’s missed everything you thought you had taught... 
manners, kindness, grace and style. But then, maturity 
begins to take over and the little green shoots from your 
former plantings start to emerge. One of the richest expe¬ 
riences in life is to watch that blossoming at the latter end 
of childhood. 

QUESTION: You place great emphasis on instilling re¬ 
spect during the developmental years. Why is that so im¬ 
portant? Do you just want adults to feel powerful and in 
control of these little people? 

DR. DOBSON: Certainly not. Respect is important 
for several very specific reasons. First, the child’s rela¬ 
tionship with his parents provides the basis for his atti¬ 
tude toward every other form of authority he will encoun¬ 
ter. It becomes the cornerstone for his later outlook on 
school officials, law enforcement officers, future employ¬ 
ers, and the people with whom he will eventually live and 
work. 

Teachers, for example, can tell very quickly when a boy 
or girl has been allowed to be defiant at home — because 
those attitudes are brought straight into the classroom. 

Again, relationships at home are the first and most im¬ 
portant social encounters a youngster will have, and the 
problems experienced there often carry over into adult 
life. Second, if you want your child to accept your values 
when she reaches her teen years, then you must be wor¬ 
thy of her respect during her younger days. 

When a child can successfully defy your authority dur¬ 
ing her first 15 years, laughing in your face and stubbornly 
flouting your leadership, she develops a natural contempt 
for e- erything you stand for. “Stupid old Mom and Dad!” 
she thinks. “I’ve got them wound around my little finger. 
Sure they love me, but I really think they’re afraid of me.” 

A child may not utter these words, but she feels them 
each time she wins the confrontations with her mom or 
dad. Third, and related to the second, respect is critical to 
the transmission of faith from one generation to the next. 

The child who disdains his mother and father is less 
likely to emulate them on the things that matter most. If 
Mom and Dad are not worthy of respect, then neither are 
their morals, their country, or even their most deeply held 
convictions.
